The presidential campaign seems to 
have completely over-shadowed the 
election of the first nou-partlsan 
County Board of Education In Mason 
county. There is practically no Inter- 
est shown in the campaign and tew ot 
the voters throughout the oouaty 
know that there is to be avoh an alao- 
tlon on Tuesday, November 2nd. 

Saturday was the last day for niing 
papers to enter this race. These pa- 
pers, signed by at least 75 citizens ot 
the county, must be filed with the 
County Clerk that the names may ap- 
pear upon tbe ballots. There wilt be 
separate ballota in this race and they 
wUl^be furnished only to the voters in 
Mason county, outside of the city of 
Maysville, for those Citizens are alone 
qualified to vote. 

This election Is being held la every 
oounty in Kentucky thla autunm and 
in some oonatles, there is mu«li inter- 
est shown, while In the majority ot 
the counties, the voters know little 
about it. 

The new Board ot Education will be 
composed of five members who are 
elected from the county at large. This 
board has very great pqwers. They 
will elect the County Superlntondent 
and all ot the teachers and have com- 
plete control over school matters In 
the county. Under the provisions of 
tlio new statute mnler which this new 
hoard is elected, the County Board of 
Education will be practically the 
same as the City Board ot Education 
at present and will have praotieally 
the same powers over the county 
schools that tbe City Board of SMuca- 
tlon now has over the city schools. 

.\rason county voters should be 
careful to pick out the five best fitted 
men for this position among those In 
the race. Each voter is entitled to 
vote for five men In the list.

Chapter 2. 

It article, 10 means what It safys, It 
means wnr— more war thati the United 
States ever had before. ,If we pledge 
I ourselves to presarve "against exter- 
nal aggrettslon" every other member of 
the league we have got to Oght or 
break our word. 

If we Are going to tight, we must get 
r»ndy tn figlit That means a great 
deal. Only a man who was lo the war 
knows how much. We can't contract 
for a lot of war by signing article 10 
and then not prepare for It. 

The United States has line U^;lltln^ 
men; none liner. Every soldier who 
wn.") In Krance knows this. And when^ 
they got into the war these men were 
warlike enough. But they never felt 
that war was a regular business with 
them. As the people in Eun^ under- 
stand It.Hhey were not military profes- 
sionals. And the Anierteoh pieople are 
not professionals. Tiiey are a fighting 
people, when called out, but in peace 
they refuse to he military. 

We went into the war •unprepttre<l. 
and were protected hy our allies while 
we made preparation. We were in the 
war 19 months and we came out still 
onorepared. Tet we spent $20,000,000.- 
uOO.

We cannot afford to go Into another 
war thus unprepared. It would cost 
too mhny Uvee and too much money, 
tf we ^contrafct for wan all qrer the 
world we have got to prepare or suf- 
fer awful losaes. 

A soldier who was In ButvHIw daring 
Che war reallxes what a harden a pol- 
icy of militarism wonld ptit on the 
America^ people. He onderatandi how 
terrible would be the losses, under ar- 
ticle 10, If a p<dlcy of military prepara- 
tion were not adopted. 

The soldier la agNlAst bringint Bnio- 
liean militarism to America and be la 
against sacrificing American flesh and 
blood In conflicts for which yre are not 
prepared. If we go into the League of 
Nations we would have to choose— 
preparation or punishment Be knows 
It That Is why be does not want this 
COuAtry to go In under article 10.
